HOME (AP) — Italy’s first 
regional 
elections have given 
Prem ier Mariano Rumor’s cen­ 
ter-left coalition government a 
strong boost, while the Commu­ 
nists did not do as well as gen­ 
erally expected. 


The voting Sunday and Mon­ 
day put Rumor’s coalition in 
control of 12 of Italy’s 15 new re­ 
gional legislatures, and the four 
government parties got 58.2 per 
cent of the 32.7 million votes 
cast, an improvement of 2.8 per 
cent over the last national clee- 
lion m 19(18. 


The Communists and then* al­ 
lies, the Proletarian Socialist 
party, took 31.1 per cent of the 
total vote, won a majority in the

of 
Emilia-Romagna, 
which 
includes 
Bologna,

were the biggest vote-getters in 
Tuscany*—Florence—and 
Umb­ 
ria. But in the latter two regions 
they fell short of a majority and 
wild have to win I he support of 
one of the center-left parties to 
govern. 
After gaining in every major 
election since the war, the Com­ 
munists got 27 9 per cent of the 
vote, a tenth of a per cent under 
their 1968 showing. The Prole­ 
tarian Socialists lost nearly one- 
third of their support, dropping 
to 3.2 per cent. The Commu­ 
nist*. failure to gain was be- 
Refed due at least partly to a 
party split over the 1968 Soviet 
invasion of Czechoslovakia. 
The regional governments are 
being set up iii an attem pt to 
achieve a sweeping decentrali­ 
zation of the government prom ­ 
ised by the 1948 constitution.

Canada’s decision to permit its dollar 
to float freely in world currency ex­ 
changes was taken because Ottawa 
fully expected its dollar to rise and 
remain at a higher value in relation 
to the United States dollar and other 
currencies. 
As was the case with the West Ger­ 
man mark, revaluation is a sign of 
currency strength, though it exacts a 
price fr »rn the business community by 
pricing exports higher and imports 
lower. The West German and Canadian 
moves are a mirror reflection on the 
U. S. dollar, the primary currency in 
world exchange. 
The .Japanese yen and perhaps some 
other 
currencies 
may 
follow 
suit. 


Monetary and economic laws play no 
favorites. They reward countries which 
are prudent in management of their 
affairs and penalize those which are 
not. 
By all yardsticks — its international 
accounts, domestic budget deficits, a 
high rate of inflation and a declining 
trade ratio — the United States does 
not present the picture of strength and 
stability on which the relative worth 
of a currency is based. 
It is true the U.S. carries heavy 
responsibilities not borne by any other 
nation. But tiiis is an extenuating cir­ 
cumstant e. It is not an excuse for 
prolonged abuse by any country of its 
financial strength.

Sen. Scott 
Seek Support 
To Keep Leadership Post 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Hugh Scott is quietly obtaining 
pledges of support from his 
GOP colleagues in case of a bid 
to unseat him as Senate Repub­ 
lican leader next January. 
Sources close to the Pennsyl­ 
vania senator say that as of now 
he would win votes from 27 of 
the 43 GOP members, with one 
more said to be uncertain. 
That would give Scott a tight­ 
er grip on the leader’s spot 
than last September when he 
was elected 24 to 19 over Sen. 
Howard H. Baker Jr.. R-Tenn , 
following the death of Everett 
McKinley Dirksen. 
Rumbles have persisted that 
conservative Republican sena­ 
tors, who have always been op­ 
posed to Scott, plan to mount a 
challenge when the D2nd Con 
gress opens in January. 
GOP conservatives’ ire in­ 
creased late last year when 
Scott turned on the President 
and voted against his Supreme 
Court nomination of Clement F. 
Haynsworth. 
There also have been indica­ 
tions lately of strain between 
Scott and his deputy, Sen. Rob­ 
ert P. Griffin of Michigan, but 
tile GOP leader insists they 


have no serious differences. 
Scott says he sometimes takes 
a deliberately softer line against 
administration opponents than 
Griffin because as party leader 
he would have to be involved in 
compromise discussions. 
The November elections, how­ 
ever. could hold the key to any 
successful drive against Scot. 
Only IO Republicans’ seats—in­ 
cluding Scott’s—are up in the 
elections, 
compared 
with 
25 
Democratic seats. A large GOP 
gain or loss could throw in new 
factors. 
Scott is trying to convert the 
election to his benefit, accepting 
invitations to speak in behalf of 
present and future colleagues tn 
return for pledges of support 
next January. 
The senator also is eager to 
scotch rumors that the White 
House is interested in displacing 
him. Thus, he was pleased that 
President Nixon’s endorsement 
last week of a key amuftdment 
in the current debate on Cambo­ 
dia w'as made in a letter to 
Scott. 
And Scott promptly issued a 
pointed statement: “ I am ex­ 
tremely pleased with the lftter 
and I have twice discussed it 
with the President.”

Mr. and Mrs. W. B., Arizona 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. B.: En­ 
counter, sensitivity 
and 
con­ 
frontation groups are now new 
forms of psychotherapy. They 
are an important part of the 
general structure of behavioral 
psychology, which has made 
gigantic strides during the past 
fifteen years. 
The fundamental aim of these 
sensitivity groups is to teach 
people 
the 
art 
of 
close 
relationship with other men and 
women, freed of the restrictions 
and 
handicaps 
imposed 
by 
modern society. 
When 
these 
programs 
are 
established and run by com­ 
petent, well-trained educators, 
psychiatrists and psychologists, 
they can make an important 
contribution to the emotional 
needs 
of 
carefully 
selected 
members. Unfortunately, many 
splinter 
groups 
are 
formed, 
enticing 
members 
who 
are 
emotionally unable to benefit 
from such poorly organized and 
supervised groups. 
These groups are not meant 
to be a substitute for individual 
psychotherapy, nor are they 
meant 
to 
treat 
the 
severe 
neurotic and certainly not the 
psychotic personality. In fact, 
great injustice can be done to 
people who are indiscriminately 
chosen by some of these groups 
whose single purpose seems to 
be to extract a vast amount 
of money under the guise of 
“ psychotherapy.” 
I do not know if the American 
Medical Association sponsors or 
endorses any of these groups. 
I do know that many depart- 
m e n t s 
of 
psychiatry 
at 
universities and medical schools 
sponsor these groups and en- 
dorse their value for carefully 
selected people. 
People in all walks of life who 
have taken part in these en­ 
counter sessions have benefited 
enormously by getting rid of 
personal prejudices, fixed at­ 
titudes 
and 
rigid 
behavior 
problems by the better insight 
they gain through the intimacy 
of these groups. 
Many of us are burdened by 
layers 
of 
fixed 
ideas 
that 
prevent us from expanding and 
honestly 
understanding 
the 
people whom we must live with 
in our daily activities. Talking 
out our problems under the 
guidance 
of 
trained 
leaders 
gives a better awareness of our 
own emotions and how we affect 
those who surround us. 
The American Academy of 
General Practice in Oregon has 
sponsored an encounter group 
especially for doctors. 
Many 


interesting aspects of the lives 
of doctors and their relationship 
to patients came to the surface. 
These. I am certain, will be 
mutually 
beneficial 
to 
the 
doctor, to his patients and to 
the important relationship of 
trust and devotion. 
Sensitivity trammg groups are 
sometimes known as T groups. 
Advertisements 
a p p e a r 
in 
newspapers all o\er the country 
inviting people to join. Before 
doing so. inquire from your own 
doctor about the reliability of 
the people who are engaged in 
the program. Far too many of 
these groups are run by un­ 
trained personnel with a single 
objective — to financially ex­ 
ploit

uninformed.”

before 
the 
Dole 
Amendment and will probably 
come to a vote next week. 
In his message on Wednesday 
night. President Nixon told the 
American People of tile com­ 
plete success of the Cambodian 
Operation and reaffirmed his 
pledge that all American troops 
would be out of Cambodia by 
June 30. 


On Wodnesay, tile House.by 
a vote of 236 to 127, sent a 
bill to the Senate which would 
increase the Public Debt Ceiling 
by $18 billion to $395 billion 
through June 30. 1971, when it 
would drop back to a permanent 
debt ceiling of $380 billon. The

Ervin Sets 


Speedy Trial 


Legislation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Sam J. Ervin Jr., charging so­ 
ciety is being deprived of the 
constitutional right to a speedy 
trial, introduced a bill today to 
require federal criminal trials 
start within HO days of indict­ 
ment. 
The North Carolina Democrat 
and one of the Senate’s leading 
authorities on the Constitution 
said “ we must take steps to 
make the 6th Amendment right 
to a speedy trial—a right so far 
denied to both society as well as 
the defendant—a reality alter 
all these years.” 
Until recently defense lawyers 
had litle success invoking the 
speedy trial right of the Consti­ 
tution. But last month the Su­ 
preme 
Court 
overturned 
the 
conviction of a 
Florida 
truck 
driver who was not tried until 
7Vt» years after his arrest. 
The justices did not 
define 
clearly what they consider to be 
too long a time, but they warned 
lower courts to enforce the right 
of a defendant to a speedy trial. 
E rvin’s bill would go into ef­ 
fect rn four stages, starting first 
with serious felonies in which 
defendants have been detained 
under 
high 
money 
bail 
and 
gradually requiring other felony 
trials in the federal courts to b«* 
held within two months. Tax, 
antitrust 
and 
security 
cases 
would be exempt. 
Each district court would be 
required to establish plans to 
carry out the speedy trial man­ 
date and to report to Congress 
the additional funds and person­ 
nel that would be necessary. 
Ervin is a strong critic of the 
preventive detention proposal— 
which would allow a judge to 
jail a defendant without bond if 
he decided the accused’s past 
record gave a reasonable indi­ 
cation he would commit more 
crim es while free.

North Viets Build Supply 
Net East Of Mekong River 


SAIGON (AP) - The North 
Vietnamese strengthened their 
supply network east of the Me­ 
kong River today with tile cap­ 
ture of Saravane, a provincial 
capital in the southern Laotian 
panhandle. 
Informed sources in Vientiane 
said a battalion of enemy troops 
attacked Saravane shortly be­ 
fore midnight Monday and occu­ 
pied it before dawn. The govern­ 
ment garrison of 800 men was 
believed 
withdrawing

There were no reports of cas­ 
ualties on either side. 
Saravane lies some 70 miles 
northwest of Attopeu, a provin­ 
cial capital the North Vietnam­ 
ese captured on Aprd 30. Both 
towns are on strategic highways 
and provide access to several 
land and river supply routes 
from North Vietnam to South 
Vietnam and Cambodia. 
Saravane, 330 miles southeast 
of Vientiane, was the last prov­ 
incial capital still held by the

House To Take Full-Scale 
Look At War In Indochina 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — De­ 
claring it needs a new look at 
Indochina, the House has derid­ 
ed to send its own task force to 
Vietnam to review the progress 
of the war. 
After three hours of wrangling 
and four roll calls, the House 
Monday approved 223 to 101 a 
resolution creating a special 12* 
member committee to investi­ 
gate all aspects of U.S. military 
involvement in Southeast Asia 
within 45 days. 
The resolution was sponsored 
by Rep. G. V. “Sonny” Mont­ 
gomery, D-Miss., who is expect­ 
ed to lead the committee. He 
said it would provide the House 
with information independent of 
that gathered by presidential 
commissions 
or 
other 
study 
groups. 
It is planned for tile House 
committee to leave after a spe­ 
cial group of senators, repre­ 
sentatives and other govern­ 
mental leaders returns from a 
Vietnam trip requested by Pres­ 
ident Nixon. 
Monday night a farmer, a
